Scenic  Roads  Provide  Beauty 

Travel  for  pleasure  is  becoming  a  national  hobby  and 
well  spent  past-time  for  the  present  and  future  gener- 
ations. Shorter  work  days  mean  longer  evenings  for  rec- 
reation and  more  two  and  one-half  or  three-day  week- 
ends and  longer  paid  vacations  enable  families  to  extend 
their  cruising  radius  significally. 

Doctors  at  the  National  Institutes  of  Health,  who  have 
studied  the  relationship  between  pleasure  driving  and 
mental  health  believe  that  the  great  outdoor  recreation 
reduces  tension  and  therefore,  improves  mental  health.  The 
great  outdoors  sometimes  can  provide  more  effective 
therapy  than  a  ton  of  medication.  Scenic  roads  in  them- 
selves or  as  a  means  to  reach  the  great  outdoors  recrea- 
tion facilities  minimize  tension  and  provide  pleasure. 

It  seems  to  me  that  this  is  reason  enough  to  consider 
scenic  designing  and  improvements  important.  People 
travel  primarily  by  car  and  spend  much  of  their  time 
on  our  nation's  roads  and  highways.  Time  spent  in  motor 
travel  should  be  an  enjoyable,  pleasurable,  and  refresh- 
ing experience. 

Improved  and  expanded  scenic  roads  could  result  in- 
cidently  in  increased  expenditures  many-fold  for  recrea- 
tion-oriented equipment.  This  includes  spending  for 
camping  gear  of  all  kinds,  campers  and  tent  trailers,  fish- 
ing and  hunting  equipment,  boats  and  boating  accessories, 
motel  services,  travel  agencies  and  other  goods  and  serv- 
ices. 

Highways  have  played  an  important  part  in  the  eco- 
nomic development  of  our  country  by  providing  access- 
ibility to  previously  inaccessible  regions.  The  scenic  road 
provides  the  means  to  reach  the  outdoor  attraction  and 
return  without  tension,  and  within  reasonable  driving 
time  from  home. 

I'm  sure  some  of  you  may  have  reservations  about 
motor  travel  as  a  recreation,  feeling  that  it  is  non-crea- 
tive, but  highway  travel  offers  much  more  than  a  ride. 

Since  we've  been  talking  about  scenic  roads,  I'd  like 
to  explain  just  what  it  is  I  mean  by  scenic  roads  and 
parkways.  It  is  a  road  or  street  having  roadsides  or  tra- 
versing areas  of  relatively  high  aesthetic  or  cultural 
values.  Accommodations  for  picnicking,  parking,  rest 
areas,  camping,  and  other  recreation  potential  may  be 
built  into  the  scenic  corridor  itself,  or  the  highway  may 
provide  pleasant  access  to  such  facilities. 

To  be  able  to  say  that  roads  and  highways  furnish 
pleasure  and  beauty  through  travel  one  only  has  to 
travel  on  our  modern  day  highways  on  a  week-end  to 
see  for  themselves  this  change. 

Travel  for  pleasure  is  becoming  one  of  the  nation's 
favorite  pastimes  and  outdoor  recreation.  Try  it  and 
see  for  yourself  —  Scenic  Roads  create  wonders  for  me.

Hunt' s 
Fight  Against 

Roadside  Litter 

Continues 


Almost  since  his  first  day  in  office,  State  Highway 
Commission  Chairman  J.  M.  Hunt,  Jr.  has  led  a  stren- 
uous fight  against  roadside  litter  in  North  Carolina. 

During  the  months  since  July  1965,  Hunt,  with  the 
aid  of  the  Garden  Clubs  of  North  Carolina  and  the 
North  Carolina  Highway  Patrol,  has  been  waging  war 
on  the  problem  of  litter. 

"There  is  always  a  good  deal  of  talk  about  highway 
beautification",  says  Hunt,  "but  it's  my  feeling  that  all 
the  beautification  programs  in  the  world  won't  mean 
a  thing  unless  you  do  a  good  job  of  house  cleaning  to 
go  along  with  it." 

The  house  cleaning  job  in  North  Carolina  is  taken 
care  of  along  with  other  chores  by  regular  maintenance 
personnel  in  the  State's  14  Highway  Divisions.  It  costs 
some  $60  per  mile  to  clean  the  litter  from  rural  pri- 
mary roads;  $227  per  mile  on  expressways,  or  an 
annual  amount  somewhere  around  $4-million. 

"This  kind  of  money  spent  on  litter  collection  by  the 
State  and  its  cities  each  year  would  construct  and 
maintain  a  great  many  miles  of  secondary  roads",  says 
Hunt,  "and  as  long  as  I'm  Chairman  of  the  Highway 
Commission,  I'm  going  to  continue  to  make  every  pos- 
sible effort  to  cut  down  on  that  amount  of  money  by 
cutting  down  on  the  amount  of  litter." 

It  is  impossible  for  the  State  Highway  Commission, 
because  of  its  other  maintenance  responsibilities  on 
the  nation's  largest  state-operated  highway  system,  to 
employ  crews  who  do  nothing  but  collect  litter. 

So,  in  order  to  get  maximum  results,  the  Highway 
Commission  operates  a  continuing  program  information, 
education  and  enforcement,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Highway  Patrol  and  the  Garden  Clubs  of  North  Caro- 
lina, Inc. 

During  1966,  some  $50,000  worth  of  signs  were  placed 
along  the  state's  primary  roads  with  the  message: 
"Maximum  fine  $50  to  litter".  The  signs,  which  were 
erected  at  the  direction  of  Chairman  Hunt,  were  con- 
siderably simpler  than  the  older  anti-litter  signs,  and 
more  easily  read  by  passing  motorists.

In  addition  to  these  signs,  aimed  squarely  at  the 
litterer,  "THINK"  signs  were  ordered  placed  on  bridge 
approaches  all  across  the  State.  Chairman  Hunt  feels 
that  these  signs,  which  are  placed  on  the  unused  por- 
tion of  collapsible  "Ice  on  Bridge"  signs,  carry  a  double 
barrelled  message  —  warning  motorists  to  use  a  litter 
bag  as  well  as  to  pay  attention  to  their  driving  habits. 

Governor  Moore  is  proclaiming  the  month  of  May  as 
anti-litter,  clean  up  —  paint  up  month  in  North  Caro- 
lina. Certainly  every  citizen  should  want  to  have  a  very 
definite  part  in  this  worthwhile  and  very  important 
effort.  We  should  start  with  the  very  young  to  teach 
them  the  good  habits  of  out  door  housekeeping.  If 
not,  this  new  generation  will  soon  inherit  an  America 
that  threatens  to  be  physically  ugly.  The  anti-litter  pro- 
gram should  be  a  continuing  one,  aimed  at  creating 
a  personal  responsibility  for  a  cleaner,  more  healthy, 
more  beautiful  North  Carolina.  Good  out  door  house- 
keeping must  be  practiced  by  all  if  our  state  is  to 
maintain  its  social  and  economic  health. 

Litter  on  our  highways  is  a  national  disgrace. 

We  have  become  a  society  inclined  to  pile  up  "pop" 
bottles,  beer  cans  and  trash  on  our  streets,  in  our  resi- 
dential areas  and  parks. 

There  are  no  funds  allocated  per  se  for  litter  crews  so 
the  best  they  can  do  under  their  present  budget  is  to 
have  litter  picked  up  by  highway  maintenance  men  for 
two  week  periods  per  year.  About  one  hundred  large 
truck  loads  per  county  are  picked  up  during  each  two 
week  period.  This  would  total  20,000  large  truck  loads 
in  the  one  hundred  counties  each  year. 

KEEP  AMERICA  BEAUTIFUL  has  kindly  consented 
to  do  a  pilot  litter  program  in  North  Carolina  furnish- 
ing material  to  our  more  than  1400  elementary  schools. 
They  will  present  three  awards  next  December,  19  67 
for  the  most  outstanding  programs.  Dr  Charles  Carroll 
has  contacted  the  elementary  school  principals  and  we

hope  to  have  wide  participation.  State  prizes  will  be 
awarded  as  well  as  probably  local  ones. 

We  hope  that  everyone  reading  this  article  will  in- 
vestigate local  programs  and  see  in  what  way  they  can 
contribute  to  its  advancement. 

Our  highways  are  only  the  frame  through  which  we 
see  the  larger  North  Carolina  picture.  How  does  it  look 
from  your  window? 

At  the  same  time,  the  North  Carolina  Highway  Patrol 
initiated  a  new  program  of  anti-litter  enforcement  em- 
phasis. According  to  Motor  Vehicles  Commissioner  A. 
Pilston  Godwin,  Jr.,  838  litter  law  arrests  were  made 
by  the  Patrol  during  1966  with  760  of  the  accused 
being  convicted.  However,  the  continued  success  of  the 
enforcement  program  will  depend  heavily  on  the  will- 
ingness of  citizens  to  report  incidents  of  littering  to 
local  officials,  and  then  to  do  to  court  and  identify  the 
culprits  and  to  testify  against  them. 

While  litter  clean-up  and  information  and  enforce- 
ment programs  progressed  under  the  direction  of  the 
Highway  Commission  and  the  Highway  Patrol,  Mrs. 
W.  C.  Landolina  and  the  ladies  of  the  Garden  Clubs 
of  North  Carolina,  Inc.,  and  its  local  chapters  all  across 
the  State  did  a  good  job  in  bringing  the  uselessness  of 
roadside  littering  to  the  public  attention. 

"Anything  that  we  do  in  the  way  of  cleaning  up  and 
enforcement  doesn't  mean  very  much",  says  Chairman 
Hunt,  "unless  we  can  develop  public  attitudes  against 
roadside  littering,  and  the  women  of  the  garden  clubs 
do  more  in  this  field  than  we  could  ever  hope  to." 

The  garden  clubs  continue  to  bring  the  importance 
of  good  house-keeping  along  our  roads  and  streets  to 
the  public  attention  through  radio,  television  and  news- 
papers, and  continually  flood  the  Highway  Commission's 
Public  Relations  Office  with  requests  for  litter  informa- 
tion. 

"While  we  feel  this  three  pronged  attack  on  the  lit- 
ter problem  is  making  headway",  says  Hunt,  "we  know 


there  is  still  a  great  deal  to  be  done.  The  State  makes 
available  the  facilities  for  travelers  to  use,  and  with 
the  help  of  the  Garden  Clubs  and  the  other  interested 
citizens  of  North  Carolina,  we  believe  we  will  have 
them  using  these  litter  deposits." 

As  of  July  1,  1966,  the  Highway  Commission  had 
949  separate  litter  deposits  on  its  highway  system.  Of 
this  number,  132  were  located  in  rest  areas  along  the 
Interstate  system;  125  were  in  roadside  parks  on  pri- 
mary highways,  five  were  in  park  areas  operated  in 
cooperation  with  the  Wildlife  Resources  Commission; 
432  were  located  with  roadside  tables;  and  255  were 
simply  litter  barrels  located  alone. 

"As  I  have  said  many  times  since  becoming  chairman 
of  the  Highway  Commission",  says  Hunt,  "the  money 
we  have  to  spend  on  litter  cleanup  is  negative  spend- 
ing. It  is  money  being  spent  on  an  activity  which  ac- 
tually has  no  lasting  benefit,  and  on  an  activity  which 
too  often  must  be  repeated.  And,  at  the  same  time,  it 
keeps  men  and  trucks  tied  up  for  this  purpose  when 
they  could  be  maintaining  or  reconstructing  our  roads." 

"We  are  heartened  by  the  progress  we  have  made", 
he  continued,  "and  we  are  convinced  that  with  the  con- 
tinued help  of  the  Garden  Clubs,  that  North  Carolina 
can  have  a  meaningful  highway  beautification  program, 
because,  not  only  will  our  roads  be  beautiful,  they'll 
be  clean  as  well." 

At  a  recent  Highway  Commission  meeting  Hunt  noted 
that  he  is  "for  highway  beautifuation  and  for  anti- 
litter  programs,  and  I  will  give  them  my  full  support 
and  energies  as  long  as  I  am  Chairman  of  this  body."

"THE  CONTROLLER  SHALL,  UNDER  THE  DIREC- 
TION OF  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  STATE  HIGH- 
WAY COMMISSION,  AND  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH 
AND  SUBJECT  TO  THE  REQUIREMENTS  OF  THE 
EXECUTIVE  BUDGET  ACT,  DEVELOP  FORMALIZED 
PROCEDURES,  BUDGETS,  INTERNAL  AUDITS,  SYS- 
TEMS, AND  REPORTS  COVERING  ALL  FINANCIAL 
PHASES  OF  HIGHWAY  ACTIVITY." 

This  quote  is  taken  directly  from  the  General  Statutes 
of  North  Carolina,  and  it  sets  forth  in  very  concise 
terms  the  overall  responsibilities  of  the  Finance  De- 
partment. In  order  to  properly  and  effectively  carry 
out  these  responsibilities,  the  Finance  Department  has 
six  operating  units.  They  are  —  Audit  and  Systems 
Unit;  General  Accounting  Unit;  Federal-Aid  Accounting 
Unit;  Data  Processing  Unit;  Payroll,  Insurance,  and 
Compensation  Unit;  and  Commercial  Accounts  Unit.  A 
more  detailed  synopsis  of  the  responsibilities  of  each 
of  these  is  set  forth  later  in  this  article. 

In  writing  an  article  describing  the  functions  and 
duties  of  the  Finance  Department,  the  primary  thought 
that  should  be  established  is  that  while  the  General 
Statutes  of  North  Carolina  leave  no  doubt  as  to  the 
duties  of  the  Department,  the  true  purpose  of  the  De- 
partment is  to  serve  as  a  financial  and  administrative 
service  function  to  the  operating  Departments  of  the 
State  Highway  Commission.  More  specifically,  the  Fi- 
nance Department  should  and  must  always  operate  on 
the  premise  that  its  ultimate  goal  is  to  do  those  things 
that  will  materially  aid  other  operating  Departments 
in  carrying  out  the  prime  duty  of  the  State  Highway 
Commission;  that  is,  the  building  and  maintaining  of 
roads  and  highways  for  the  use  of  the  citizens  of  North 
Carolina. 

The  State  Highway  Commission  employee,  as  a  rule, 
when  thinking  of  the  Finance  Department  thinks  in 
terms  of  a  payroll  check,  an  expense  voucher,  or  a 
group  insurance  claim.  This  is  understandable  and  is

a  natural  consequence  in  that  these  three  things  rep- 
resent the  only  direct  involvement  of  most  Highway 
employees  with  the  Finance  Department  operation.  This 
article,  however,  will  attempt  to  show  that  the  issuance 
of  a  payroll  check,  an  expense  check,  or  the  processing 
of  a  group  insurance  claim  are,  in  reality,  only  an 
interim  steps  in  the  complex  finance  program  of  the 
Commission. 

Audit  and  Systems  Unit 

The  Audit  and  Systems  Section  has  the  two-fold 
responsibility  of  conducting  a  continuous  internal  audit 
program  within  the  Commission  and  the  study,  develop- 
ment, and  installation  of  improved  accounting  and 
related  systems,  methods,  formalized  procedures,  and 
reports  covering  all  financial  phases  of  highway  activity. 

The  overall  objective  of  the  audit  program  in  the 
State  Highway  Commission's  operations  is  to  assist  all 
members  of  management  in  the  effective  discharge  of 
their  responsibilities  by  furnishing  them  with  objective 
analyses,  appraisals,  recommendations,  and  pertinent 
comments  concerning  the  various  activities  or  phases 
of  operations  reviewed.  To  attain  this  objective,  the 
audit  program  involves  a  continuing  audit  of  the  ac- 
counting controls  and  financial  records,  wherever  lo- 
cated, to  determine  the  reliability,  accuracy,  and  com- 
pleteness of  the  records  and  reports  produced  from  them, 
and  whether  funds  are  properly  protected  and  used. 
Closely  associated  with  this  activity  is  the  preparation 
of  constructive  analyses  and  appraisals  as  to  the  ade- 
quacy and  effectiveness  of  budgeting,  accounting,  and 
financial  operating  policies  and  procedures. 

Another  major  activity  of  the  audit  program  involves 
the  unit  of  accounting  records  outside  of  the  Highway 
Commission  which  we  refer  to  as  the  "external  audit 
program".  This  work  involves  the  performance  of  audits 
of  records,  accounts,  and  fiscal  procedures  and  methods, 
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Randy  Pearce  and  Gene  Murray  (Data  Processing 
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including  relevant  internal  control  devices  incorporated 
therein,  of  utility  and  railroad  companies  located  with- 
in the  State  to  determine  that  claims  as  submitted  are 
in  accordance  with  agreements  between  the  Commission 
and  the  utility  or  railroad  company;  that  billings  are 
at  actual  costs  and  include  only  those  costs  specifically 
incurred  in  the  relocation  and/or  removal  of  the  utility 
or  railroad  facilities  due  to  the  specific  highway  con- 
struction; and,  that  costs  are  in  accordance  with  the 
Bureau  of  Public  Roads  reimbursement  policies  and 
procedures.  These  units  were  performed  by  Bureau  of 
Public  Roads  personnel  prior  to  the  assumption  of  this 
responsibility  by  this  Commission  in  the  early  part  of 
1963. 

The  external  audit  program  also  includes  the  audit 
of  the  financial  records  and  accounts  of  North  Carolina 
State  University  to  determine  that  their  billings  to 
the  Commission  for  highway  research  projects  repre- 
sent actual  costs  and  are  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
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of  the  executed  agreement  between  the  University  and 
Commission. 

Future  plans  for  the  expansion  of  the  internal  audit 
program  will  include  reviews  of  construction  contractual 
activity  with  respect  to  financial  integrity  of  the  ac- 
tivity, records  and  documents  supporting  disbursements 
of  State  and  Federal-aid  funds. 

A  major  function  of  the  systems  program  of  the  Au- 
dit and  Systems  Unit  is  the  development  and  installa- 
tion of  new  and  revised  accounting  and  fiscal  manage- 
ment procedures  and  methods  to  insure  continued 
refinement  of  the  Commission's  accounting  system  to 
provide  adequate  internal  and  management  controls  and 
reduce  unit  costs  in  all  areas  of  activity.  Work  of  this 
nature  will  normally  include  a  fact  finding  survey,  com- 
prised of  interviews,  examination  of  records  and  reports, 
and  development  of  statistical  information;  an  evalua- 
tion phase  to  examine  alternatives  to  the  systems,  pro- 
cedures, and  methods  presently  employed;   a  program

phase  to  develop  recommendations  and  a  plan  of  action; 
a  period  of  instruction  of  affected  employees  and  the 
change  over  to  the  new  or  revised  procedures;  and, 
a  follow-up  phase  to  assure  that  the  objectives  of  the 
particular  application  have  been  obtained  and  savings 
realized. 

Another  major  function  of  the  systems  program, 
which  is  closely  associated  with  the  above  function,  is 
the  continued  study  and  analysis  of  systems,  procedures, 
and  methods  in  effect  for  the  purpose  of  refining  them 
by  locating  trouble  spots  and  preserving  areas  which 
need  no  change.  This  is  particularly  true  in  the  area 
of  electronic  computer  programs  where  we  are  always 
striving  to  develop  the  most  effective  and  efficient  solu- 
tion to  programming  problems  through  a  better  know- 
ledge and  understanding  of  the  power  and  potential 
of  electronic  data  processing  methods  and  procedures. 

Overlapping  the  above  are  such  allied  functions  of 
the  systems  program  as: 

1.  Preparation  and  maintenance  of  organizational, 
procedural,  and  accounting  manuals  involving  fis- 
cal and  financial  activities  of  the  agency; 

2.  Review,  evaluation  and  design  of  required  forms; 

3.  Development  of  reports,  records,  and  statements 
covering  all  financial  phases  of  highway  activity. 

The  effectiveness  of  the  systems  program  requires 
continuous  activity  on  the  part  of  the  systems  personnel 
to  keep  abreast  of  newly  develop  methods,  procedures, 
and  electronic  processing  equipment.  This  requires  the 
personnel  to  attend  suitable  schools  and  seminars  con- 
nected with  technological  progress  in  the  field  of  me- 
chanical and  electronic  data  processing  methods  and 
procedures,  as  well  as  working  closely  with  accounting 
and  data  processing  machine  manufacturers'  representa- 
tives to  develop  and  maintain  current  technical  libraries 
and  files  as  resource  material. 

In  addition  to  the  functions  set  forth  separately 
above  for  the  audit  and  systems  programs,  the  Audit 
and  Systems  Section  has  the  responsibility  of  assisting 
operating  departments  in  the  development  of  policies 
and  procedures  as  they  relate  to  fiscal  and  accounting 
activities  of  the  agency.

General  Accounting  Unit 

The  General  Accounting  Unit  of  the  Finance  Depart- 
ment is  one  of  the  most  important  units  of  the  Depart- 
ment, yet  it  is  one  that  operates  without  fanfare  and 
publicity.  In  many  ways,  it  is  truly  the  heart  of  the 
Finance  Department's  accounting  operation;  and  through 
the  work  performed  in  the  Unit,  the  records  maintained, 
and  the  reports  issued,  the  total  picture  of  the  Com- 
mission's financial  status  is  always  available. 

Basically  speaking,  the  General  Accounting  Unit  has 
its  work  originate  on  the  basis  of  the  Highway  Com- 
mission's approved  budget;  on  the  basis  of  the  alloca- 
tion of  the  funds  in  the  approved  budget  by  the  State 
Highway  Commission;  and  on  the  basis  of  the  expendi- 
ture of  these  funds.  To  illustrate  the  magnitude  of 
this  work,  it  is  well  to  note  that  the  total  estimated 
expenditures  for  the  Highway  Commission  Current  Fund 
for  the  1965-1967  biennium  will  exceed  $378,000,000 
including  Federal  funds  in  excess  of  $92,000,000.  To 
prepare  for  this  expenditure,  the  General  Accounting 
Unit  establishes  on  our  records  the  appropriations  as 
approved  in  the  budget  and  then  maintains  an  accurate 
record  of  all  expenditures  against  this  budget  by  func- 
tion and  operation  for  the  biennium. 

In  addition  to  the  records  maintained  on  the  High- 
way Commission  Current  Fund,  the  General  Accounting 
Unit  also  has  the  responsibility  for  record  keeping  in 
connection  with  the  $300,000,000  Bond  Fund  authorized 
by  the  State  Highway  Bond  Act  of  19  65.  The  expendi- 
tures under  this  Bond  Fund  Act  will  be  approximately 
$60,000,000  per  year  for  a  five-year  period;  and  due 
to  the  special  accounting  methods  specified  in  the  Bond 
Act,  the  maintenance  of  records  on  the  Bond  Fund  is 
no  small  task  in  itself. 

To  explain  in  detail  the  involved  accounting  proce- 
dures carried  on  by  the  General  Accounting  Unit  is 
not  practical  in  an  article  of  this  nature.  Such  a  de- 
tailed explanation  would  require  a  written  document 
several  inches  thick  and,  in  reality,  would  not  help  to 
explain  the  overall  work  load  of  the  Unit.  In  lieu  of 
a  detailed  description,  it  would  be  well  to  note  that 
the  General  Accounting  Unit  is  responsible  for  appro- 
priations and  appropriation  transfers,  allotments  and 
allotment  transfers,  project  allocations,  work  order  al- 
locations, gas  and  oil  issues,  inventories,  transfer  of

payable,  cancellation  of  warrants,  accrual  of  allowance 
for  public  liability  claims,  accounts  receivable  for 
amounts  billed  to  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads,  and 
for  other  miscellaneous  details  relating  to  corrections 
and  transfers  within  the  accounting  system.  To  accom- 
plish all  of  this,  the  General  Accounting  Unit  coor- 
dinates their  duties  with  all  of  the  other  Units  of  the 
Finance  Department;  and  each  function  is  truly  inter- 
related with  all  the  other  functions  of  the  other  Units. 

Federal-Aid  Accounting  Unit 

The  Federal  Aid  Accounting  Unit  has  the  primary 
responsibility  for  seeing  that  all  transactions  relating 
to  Federal-Aid  Funds  allocated  by  the  Bureau  of  Pub- 
lic Roads  to  the  Highway  Commission  are  recorded  on 
our  records  and  that  expenditures  incurred  in  our  daily 
operations  that  are  eligible  for  reimbursement  from 
such  Federal-Aid  Funds  are  received.  Here,  again,  we 
find  a  Unit  that  is  inter-related  to  all  of  the  other  op- 
erating units  of  the  Department,  and  each  document 
that  involves  an  expenditure  that  is  eligible  for  Fed- 
eral-Aid Funds,  whether  it  be  a  payroll  check,  a  pay- 
ment to  a  contractor,  or  a  warrant  issued  to  a  firm 
selling  material  to  the  Highway  Commission,  it  is  ul- 
timately reflected  in  the  monthly  billing  record  prepared 
by  the  Federal-Aid  Accounting  Unit.  In  the  case  of  this 
Unit,  as  with  the  General  Accounting  Unit,  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  actual  functions  carried  on  is  not 
practical  or  feasible  in  an  article  such  as  this. 

Data  Processing  Unit 

The  Data  Processing  Unit,  Finance  Department,  North 
Carolina  State  Highway  Commission,  is  responsible  for 
the  processing  of  source  documents  pertaining  to  engi- 
neering, accounting,  traffic  analysis,  safety  studies,  spe- 
cial study  schedules,  special  projects,  and  outside  agency 
requests.  This  source  information  is  processed  for  the 
purpose  of  up-dating,  adjusting,  and  extending  balances 
of  a  complete  set  of  accounting  records,  including  the 
general  ledger  control  accounts  and  all  subsidiary  ac- 
counts; equipment  cost  accounting;  payroll  preparation 
and  accounting;  bridge  design  and  roadway  design  com- 
putations; traffic  and  safety  analysis;  and  project  con- 
trol scheduling. 

Technical,  qualified,  and  specialized  personnel  are 
required  to  accomplish  this  processing  through  the 
medium  of  punched  cards,  utilizing  the  IBM  key  punch 
machines,  sorters,  collator,  reproducers,  interpreter,  407 
tabulator,  and  the  1410  system  with  tapes. 

Source  information  is  received  in  original  form  such 
as,  "Payroll  Time  and  Attendance  Cards",  and  "Field 
Books",  or  source  documents  have  been  abstracted  and 
the  required  information  entered  on  data  sheets  pre- 
pared for  the  specific  job.  Regardless  of  the  type  of 
information,  alphabetic,  numerical,  or  special  symbols, 
they  are  converted  to  a  card  by  means  of  a  card  punch 
machine.  The  cards  in  turn  are  used  to  transfer  the 
information  to  the  computer  operator. 

The  IBM  1410  System,  with  seven  tape  drives,  pre- 
pares 99%  of  all  reports  released  by  the  Data  Process- 
ing Unit.  Data  cards  are  read  by  the  Reader-Punch 
Machine  —  reading  rate  —  800  cards  per  minute  or 
64,000  digits  or  characters.  The  data  card  information 
can  be  placed  on  magnetic  tape  or  reports  prepared  di- 
rectly from  the  card  input.  Source  data  placed  on  tape 
can  be  sequenced,  up-dated,  and  printed.  A  magnetic

tape  reel  contains  sufficient  tape  to  record  as  many  as 
14,000,000  characters.  Our  tape  library  now  contains 
over  300  tapes. 

Each  report  prepared  by  the  IBM  1410  System  re- 
quires a  series  of  machine  instructions  which  are  punched 
into  cards  and  placed  in  storage  through  the  medium 
of  the  card-reader  punch  machine.  These  instructions 
are  referred  to  as  a  program  and  one  program  or  a 
series  of  programs  will  produce  a  given  report.  As  an 
example,  the  bi-weekly  payroll  computation  program 
contains  approximately  1300  instructions.  The  input  for 
this  program  consists  of  Year-to-Date  Master  Cards, 
Leave  Balance  Cards,  Time  and  Attendance  Cards,  Group 
Permanent  Life  Insurance  Status  Cards,  and  Change 
Cards.  As  the  cards  for  an  employee  are  read,  the  pro- 
gram directs  the  machine  to  compute  all  deductions  and 
to  make  all  indicated  changes.  As  soon  as  all  calcula- 
tions have  been  made,  new  up-dated  cards  are  punched 
for  the  employee.  This  procedure  continues  until  all 
cards  for  the  pay  period  have  been  processed.  It  takes 
about  2 1/2  hours  to  up-date  the  payroll  records  for 
13,000  employees.  The  up-dated  cards  are  used  to  pre- 
pare a  Year-to-date  Master  Control  Register,  Vacation 
and  Sick  Leave  Report,  Group  Permanent  Life  Insur- 
ance Report,  Check  Register,  and  Payroll  Checks. 

The  Project  Control  Department  used  the  computer 
for  1.  Project  Scheduling,  2.  Project  Status  for  Man- 
agement, 3.  Manpower  Requirements.  The  results  of 
this  program  assist  in  balancing  work  loads  and  de- 
termining projects  that  must  be  augmented  by  outside 
help,  deferred  until  our  departments  can  handle  the 
work  load. 

The  Planning  Department  uses  the  computer  in  many 
phases  of  its  work  including  processing  of  traffic  vol- 
ume counts,  origin-destination  studies,  state-wide  mile- 
age analysis,  vehicle  mile  computations,  truck  weight 
data,  highway  needs  studies,  and  other  studies  which 
are  speeded  by  the  Computer.  A  more  recent  application 
in  which  the  computer  has  proved  to  be  very  effective 
is  in  the  analysis  of  motor  vehicle  accidents  in  which 
the  computer  builds  an  accident  history  for  locations 
on  the  states  rural  highway  roads  in  connection  with 
Governor  Moore's  Highway  Safety  Program.  These  lo- 
cations are  investigated   to   determine  if  an  improve- 


ment can  be  made  to  make  them  safer.  The  same  sys- 
tem is  now  being  extended  to  cover  accident  records 
on  city  streets  which  are  part  of  the  highway  system. 

The  Bridge  and  Roadway  Department  have  been  using 
the  computer  for  engineering  purposes  since  the  High- 
way Commission  installed  a  computer  in  1959. 

The  Department  of  Photogrammetry  has  several  pro- 
grams as  does  the  Construction  and  Location  Depart- 
ments in  which  the  computer  is  used. 

The  Data  Processing  Unit  utilized  the  computer  to 
perform  tasks  as  directed  by  programs  and  Data  Pro- 
cessing employees.  The  results  achieved  depend  on  every 
employee  in  the  Highway  Commission  since  every  em- 
ployee in  the  Commission  supplies  source  information 
that  is  used  in  some  vital  report. 

Commercial  Accounts  Unit 

The  function  of  the  Commercial  Accounts  Unit  is  to 
make  payments  for  the  debts  incurred  by  the  Highway 
Commission,  except  payrolls.  Payments  are  made  for 
invoices  from  vendors  for  purchases  of  all  types  of 
Materials,  supplies,  equipment,  and  services;  right  of 
way  and  legal  fees;  reimbursement  of  employees  travel 
expenses;  construction  estimates;  and  reimbursement  of 
Sundry  Repair  and  Expense  Bills  paid  by  Division  En- 
gineers and  Equipment  Superintendents  from  their  cash 
advances. 

All  invoices  and  requests  for  payment  are  pre-audited 
for  correctness  of  extensions  and  proper  accounting 
codes,  and  proper  approval  and  supporting  data. 

Office  vouchers  are  prepared  showing  the  accounting 
codes,  discounts  taken,  and  all  other  information  neces- 
sary for  the  preparation  of  the  warrants. 

The  warrants  (checks)  are  typed,  and  the  Controller's 
signature  is  put  on  the  warrants  by  machine.  The  Com- 
mercial Accounts  Supervisor  examines  all  the  warrants 
for  correctness,  discounts,  and  accounting  codes  and 
then  delivers  them  to  another  accountant  for  counter- 
signature and  final  examination.  The  warrants  are  then 
delivered  to  the  Controller's  office,  where  they  are  pre- 
pared for  mailing  or  returned  to  other  Departments  for 
transmittal.

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The  copies  of  the  warrants  are  returned  to  the  Com- 
mercial Accounts  Supervisor  where  the  invoices  and 
supporting  data  are  attached  to  the  white  copy  of  the 
warrant  and  filed  in  alphabetical  order.  The  office  vouch- 
er is  attached  to  the  yellow  copy  of  the  warrant.  The 
yellow  copies  are  batched  in  groups  of  100  and  added 
to  determine  accuracy  of  pre-list  total  for  accounting 
purposes  and  sent  to  the  General  Accounting  Unit  for 
recordation  in  their  records  and  transmittal  to  Key 
Punch  Section.  After  information  has  been  key  punched, 
the  yellow  copies  of  the  warrants-  are  filed  in  the  Gen- 
eral Accounting  files  in  numerical  order. 

Records  maintained  by  the  Commercial  Accounts 
Unit,  other  than  the  alphabetical  warrant  file,  include 
numerical  paid  warrant  file,  cancelled  warrant  file,  re- 
cord of  all  construction  estimates  paid,  record  of  all 
charges  paid  by  the  State  Highway  Commission  to  be 
billed  to  other  State  Agencies,  record  of  charges  to 
Repair  Parts  Inventories,  and  record  of  new  equipment 
purchased. 

The  Commercial  Accounts  Unit's  staff  includes  one 
accountant,  six  accounting  clerks,  and  two  typists. 

Approximately  6,000  warrants  are  issued  each  month, 
and  the  total  seems  to  be  increasing  gradually.  Over 
73,000  warrants  were  issued  during  the  1965-66  fiscal 
year  compared  to  63,000+  in  1961-62. 

Payroll,  Compensation,  and  Insurance  Unit 

Among  the  various  responsibilities  designated  to  this 
Unit  are  the  requirements  for  preparation  of  each  pay- 
roll and  all  reports  pertinent  thereto,  the  administra- 
tion of  Workmen's  Compensation  and  the  dual  group 
insurance  programs  for  Highway  Commission  employees. 

The  payroll  activity  requires  the  accounting  for  wages 
earned  by  some  12,949  employees  with  total  gross  wages 
amounting  to  $54,337,677.00. 

The  Workmen's  Compensation  program  covers  each 
employee  injured  on  the  job  for  which  the  Highway 
Commission  acts  as  self-insurer.  The  number  of  injuries 
for  the  past  fiscal  year  were  3,300  for  a  total  expendi- 
ture of  $236,959.49. 

The  Highway  Commission  under  group  insurance  of- 
fers, on  an  optional  basis,  two  insurance  policies  to 
the  employee.  The  premiums  are  paid  by  the  employee 
and  are  deducted  from  earnings  on  a  pay  period  basis, 
except  for  retired  employees  who  must  remit  the  pre- 
miums on  a  monthly  basis  to  the  Highway  Commission. 

The  basic  hospital  policy  embodies  term  life  insur- 
ance and  has  7,324  members  with  life  insurance  amount- 
ing to  $39,469,500.  Against  this  policy  is  processed 
some  5,000  claims  for  a  total  of  $1,503,543  in  benefits. 
The  number  of  retired  employees  insured  under  the 
term  life  section  of  the  policy  has  increased  to  952 
with  coverage  amounting  to  $939,500.  The  group  per- 
manent life  policy  membership  is  contingent  upon  being 
insured  under  the  basic  hospital  policy.  There  are  now 
1,508  employees  insured  under  this  policy. 


In  this  outline  I  have  tried  to  give  a  layman's  views 
of  what  the  Finance  Department  does  and  have  in  short 
paragraphs  tried  to  explain  the  functions  and  services 
and  the  true  purposes  of  the  Department,  and  how  it 
is  serving  as  a  financial  and  administrative  function 
to  the  other  operating  Departments  of  the  State  High- 
way Commission.

The  North  Carolina  State  Highway 
Commission  at  its  last  meeting  in 
Raleigh  reviewed  plans  to  hold  four 
meetings  outside  of  Raleigh  during 
the  calendar  year. 

Highway  Commissioner  Chairman 
J.  M.  Hunt,  Jr.  said  at  the  Commis- 
sion's meeting  in  Raleigh  on  Thurs- 
day, March  9th  that  the  Commis- 
sion's subsequent  meetings  in  the 
months  of  April,  May  and  June  will 
be  held  outside  the  Capital  City. 

Mr.  Hunt  noted  that  the  Commis- 
sion at  its  February  3rd  meeting  ac- 
cepted invitations  to  meet  at  Laurin- 
burg,  April  6th  and  7th;  at  High 
Point,  May  4th  and  5th;  Waynes- 
ville,  June  1st  and  2nd;  and  Wash- 
ington, N.  C,  June  29th  and  30th. 

Three  of  the  four  meetings  are  re- 
quired by  the  1965  Highway  Act 
which  says  that  the  Highway  Com- 
mission must  meet  outside  Raleigh 
"at  least  three  times";  once  in  a 
town  or  city  east  of  Raleigh,  once  in 
a  town  west  of  Raleigh  but  east  of 
Hickory,  and  once  in  a  town  west 
of  Hickory.

It  is  called  upon  by  the  Air  Force  to 
perform  over  75  per  cent  of  the  aerial 
search  in  the  continental  United 
States.  They  also  have  a  very  exten- 
sive Radio  Communication  network 
and  a  Cadet  Program  to  interest 
young  people  from  ages  13  to  18  in 
Aerospace  Subjects.

This  year's  map  features  as  its 
cover  a  segment  of  Blue  Ridge  Park- 
way showing  the  beauty  of  mountain 
scenery  in  sun  and  shadow  and  the 
leaves  at  the  flaming  peak  of  autumn 
color.  The  back  cover  contains  the 
traditional  message  from  the  Gov- 
ernor to  highway  users.  Inside  illus- 
trations consisting  of  drawings  and 
color  transparencies  were  prepared 
by  Jerry  Stewart,  draftsman  for  the 
State  Highway  Commission.  Scenes 
include  the  campuses  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel 
Hill,  North  Carolina  State  University 
at  Raleigh,  Duke  University  at  Dur- 
ham and  several  community  colleges. 
Also  included  are  pictures  of  the 
State  Capitol  Building,  State  Ports 
at  Morehead  City,  the  "Horn  in  the 
West"  drama  at  Boone,  and  boating 
at  Lake  Gaston.

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Miracles  Of  The  New  Age 


I  am  delighted  to  have  this  op- 
portunity to  discuss  briefly  with  you 
the  "Miracles  of  the  21st  Century", 
particularly  as  it  relates  to  trans- 
portation and  specifically  to  our 
problems  in  and  around  the  Capital 
City. 

Before  attempting  to  make  any 
crystal  ball  guesses  as  to  the  future, 
I  think  it  is  important  to  note  that 
in  the  transportation  field,  what  you 
will  have  and  the  efficiency  of  the 
system  will  be  dependent  upon  what 
you  are  willing  to  pay  for.  This  has 
been  true  for  the  past  30  years  and 
is  true  today  and  will  be  true  in  the 
future.  The  highway  system  that  you 
have  in  your  State  and  the  street 
system  you  have  in  our  city  repre- 
sents the  best  that  can  be  attained 
with  the  revenues  that  are  now  avail- 
able to  State  and  Municipal  officials. 
Very  simply,  a  better  system  would 
require  more  money. 

First  of  all  let's  take  a  look  at 
our  State  in  general  and  briefly  touch 
upon  some  of  the  new  transportation 
ideas  that  might  affect  your  long- 
range  travel.  In  the  next  30  odd 
years  there  will  be  a  tremendous 
growth  in  the  Piedmont  Crescent 
and  a  vast  movement  from  the  rural 
areas  to  the  urban  areas;  that  is, 
if  North  Carolina  follows  the  na- 
tional pattern. 

In  air  transportation  far  greater 
use  will  be  made  of  jet  helicopters 
to  take  you  from  downtown  areas  or 
local  areas  to  airports  and  to  pro- 
vide shuttle  service  between  our 
closely  allied  cities.  We  may  even 
find  rather  astonishing  new  develop- 
ments in  our  air  travel  for  long  dis- 
tances. This  may  take  place  with  the 
new  concept  of  the  vertical  lift  jet 
transport  which  will  not  require  the 
nine,  ten  and  eleven  thousand  foot 
runways,  but  rather  will  be  able  to 
take  off  and  land  practically  vertical- 
ly and  still  attain  extremely  high 
speeds  of  movement.  This  will  bring 
about  smaller  airports  and  will  bring

the  airport  closer  to  the  downtown 
metropolitan  area.  Air  transportation 
will  play  a  significant  role  in  both 
the  movement  of  people  and  more 
than  today,  in  the  movement  of 
goods.  North  Carolina  will,  how- 
ever, remain  basically  a  State  de- 
pendent upon  highway  transporta- 
tion for  its  livelihood. 

Obviously  the  automobile  will 
change.  It  will  be  far  safer  than 
today.  It  would  be  my  guess  that 
the  concept  of  the  steering  wheel, 
the  accelerator  and  the  brake  and 
the  gear  shifts  will  be  outmoded. 
Rather  we  will  have  some  type  of 
a  stickshift  which  by  a  simple  move- 
ment will  accelerate  the  car,  slow 
down  the  car,  turn  the  car  or  do  all 
of  the  various  functions  that  now 
require  both  hands  and  feet.  Such 
experimental  cars  have  already  been 
constructed  and  work.  I  would  ex- 
pect that  the  internal  combustion 
engine  will  be  outmoded  because  of 
the  smog  effect.  There  is  a  very 
good  chance  that  we  will  move  to- 
wards some  type  of  electrically  driv- 
en or  some  other  new  concept  of 
power  that  will  not  polute  our  air. 

In  order  to  make  the  most  effec- 
tive use  of  our  highway  network 
throughout  the  State,  it  would  be 
my  guess  that  we  will  see  electronic- 
ally highways.  By  that  I  would  refer 
to  the  Interstate  or  other  major  fa- 
cilities where  the  long-distance  trav- 
eler will  merely  move  from  the  in- 
terchange to  the  facility  and  at  that 
point  his  vehicle  will  be  converted 
into  an  electronically  driven  system 
whereby  the  vehicle  will  fit  into  the 
traffic  stream  with  its  operation  tak- 
en away  from  the  driver.  Speeds  will 
be  controlled,  spacings  will  be  con- 
trolled, and  you  will  not  take  over 
again  for  manual  driving  until  you 
desire  to  leave  the  system.  This  may 
become  a  must  because  in  this  man- 
ner, not  only  can  accidents  be  re- 
duced, but  also  far  more  vehicles 
can  be  moved  on  a  given  four-  six- 
or  eight-lane  highway  by  some  form 


of  electronic  control  than  by  trust- 
ing the  speed  and  spacing  to  the 
driver. 

I  would  expect  also  to  see  com- 
pletely new  developments  in  the 
trucking  industry  with  larger  trucks 
on  our  main  highways  that  would 
automatically  be  broken  down  into 
smaller  elements  as  they  move  into 
the  urban  areas  for  pickup  and 
delivery. 

One  might  even  think  towards 
some  form  of  mass  transportation 
through  the  Piedmont  Crescent,  par- 
ticularly that  might  be  similar  to 
the  monorail  concept,  the  pneumatic 
tube  concept,  or  some  other  type  of 
train  operation  that  will  move  large 
volumes  of  people  far  more  quickly 
than  compared  to  the  manually  driv- 
en automobile. 

Now,  let's  take  a  look  at  the  Cap- 
ital City  and  the  miracles,  if  any, 
that  may  take  place  in  your  trans- 
portation. First  of  all,  Raleigh  will 
be  a  city  of  300,000  or  more  and 
Raleigh,  Durham  and  the  Research 
Triangle  will  almost  have  grown  to- 
gether as  one  large  sprawling  de- 
centralized area. 

We  will  still  have  the  downtown 
core  with  a  greatly  increased  num- 
ber of  people  working  in  State  Gov- 
ernment. Our  industries,  our  shop- 
ping centers,  our  schools,  our 
churches,  and  other  facilities  will 
still  continue  to  decentralize.  I 
would  doubt  that  our  living  in  the 
Capital  area  will  be  predominantly 
of  the  high-rise  apartment  types 
that  we  may  find  in  other  cities,  but 
rather  most  of  us  will  still  be  living 
in  individualized  homes. 

It  is  obvious  that  Raleigh  like 
other  cities  was  not  planned  or  de- 
veloped for  automotive  transporta- 
tion. The  original  street  system  and 
major  radial  arteries  were  perhaps 
adequate  for  a  city  of  50,000  or  60,- 


000.  But  as  the  city  mushrooms  to 
300,000  or  more,  there  will  simply 
be  more  cars  than  streets.  This  means 
that  in  reality  "Miracles  of  the  21st 
Century"  for  the  Capital  City  will 
relate  itself  to  whether  traffic  opera- 
tions are  a  hopeless  mass  of  con- 
gestion and  confusion  similar  to  that 
which  exists  in  many  of  the  large 
metropolitan  areas  today,  or  whether 
the  planners  and  the  citizens  are 
willing  to  get  to  work  on  this  prob- 
lem and  develop  a  highway  system 
and  street  system  that  will  effective- 
ly take  care  of  the  doubling  or  tri- 
pling of  the  number  of  automobiles 
that  will  desire  to  move  from  one 
point  to  another. 

I  would  visualize  that  to  cope 
with  this  situation  a  large  and  sig- 
nificant number  of  changes  will  take 
place  that  will  cut  down  on  your  in- 
dividualized mobility  and  will  make 
your  driving,  parking,  and  shopping 
considerably  more  restrictive. 

The  first  thing  that  must  take 
place  and  is  taking  place  throughout 
the  country  is  to  make  the  best  pos- 
sible use  of  the  existing  streets.  This 
will  dictate  many  changes  which  I 
might  outline  as  follows: 

(a)  Parking  on  the  street,  except 
in  residential  areas,  will  be  a  thing 
of  the  past.  The  cost  of  streets  is 
just  too  expensive  to  permit  park- 
ing. The  elimination  of  parking  will 
provide  additional  lanes  of  highways 
that  will  be  urgently  needed.  Thus 
there  will  be  more  inconvenience  as 
parking  buildings  and  parking  lots 
take  the  place  of  on-street  parking. 

(b)  You  will  find  that  with  your 
parking  restrictions  and  your  park- 
ing buildings  that  in  all  probability 
you  will  have  to  do  a  great  deal 
more  walking  than  you  do  today. 
Although  happily  you  may  find  that 
many  of  the  new  highways  that  will 
be  constructed  will  have  ramps  mov- 
ing directly  into  these  massive  park- 
ing areas. 

(c)  You  will  have  to  be  more 
alert  and  do  a  lot  more  thinking 
about  how  you  are  going  to  get  from 
one  place  to  another.  One-way  streets 
are  far  more  effective  than  two-way 
streets  and  the  majority  of  all  im- 
portant streets  will  become  one-way 
streets  to  handle  far  greater  volumes 
of  traffic  in  the  same  number  of 
lanes.  And  to  further  complicate  the 


problem,  these  one-way  streets  won't 
always  be  in  the  same  direction.  They 
will  have  reversals  with  many  in- 
bound in  the  morning  and  out-bound 
in  the  afternoon.  Thus,  your  driving 
will  require  more  thinking  and  plan- 
ning. 

(d)  The  concept  of  freedom  of 
turning  at  intersections  will  also  be 
a  thing  of  the  past.  Left-turns  will 
be  prohibited;  many  intersections 
will  require  no  turns  and  you  may 
have  to  go  in  out-of-direction  move- 
ments to  get  to  your  destination. 
This,  again,  is  merely  making  the 
best  possible  use  out  of  the  existing 
street  systems  in  heavily  built  up 
areas  where  the  cost  of  widening  is 
prohibitive. 

(e)  We  certainly  will  have  better 
traffic  signal  systems,  all  electronic- 
ally controlled  which  will  continu- 
ously county  the  number  of  vehicles 
approaching  each  intersection  with 
a  view  towards  making  the  most 
effective  use  of  the  intersection  and 
the  road  itself. 

But  even  with  these  traffic  opera- 
tional improvements,  they  will  fall 
far  short  of  providing  the  facilities 
that  are  needed.  Truly  a  completely 
new  system  of  expressways  and  ar- 
terial streets  must  be  developed  for 
the  Capital  City  or  surely  there  will 
be  hopeless  congestion  and  economic 
stagnation. 

A  recently  developed  thoroughfare 
plan  by  a  consulting  firm  for  Raleigh 
indicated  that  by  1990  there  would 
be  a  need  for  the  expenditure  of 
$150,000,000  just  for  new  and  im- 
proved streets  in  the  Capital  City 
area.  This  is  at  today's  prices  and 
represents  a  needed  expenditure  of 
almost  $1,000  for  every  person  living 
in  the  area  or  perhaps  an  expendi- 
ture of  $4,000  per  family  over  this 
25-year  period.  By  the  21st  Century 
it  may  take  as  much  as  $250,000,000 
in  total  to  provide  you  with  a  level 
of  highway  service  that  is  as  good 
as  you  experience  today  and  certain- 
ly if  you  are  doing  much  driving  at 
peak  hours,  I  am  sure  you  do  not 
feel  that  existing  system  are  very 
good. 

These  new  facilities  will  not  be 
radically  different  from  what  you 
know  today.  More  of  them  will,  how- 
ever, be  of  the  controlled  access  fa- 
cility like  the  Raleigh  Beltline  with 


limited  points  of  ingress  and  egress. 
These  new  facilities  will  carry  traffic 
at  reasonably  high  speeds  to  the 
points  of  high  concentration  such  as 
the  downtown  area.  We  will  find, 
however,  a  much  better  blending  of 
the  highway  to  the  land.  Highways 
will  move  in  many  cases  under  build- 
ings and  building  will  develop  over 
and  around  them.  There  will  be  a 
definite  demarcation  between  the 
type  of  highway  that  will  carry  the 
person  moving  10  or  15  miles  as 
contrasted  with  the  city  street  for 
the  short  distance  traveler.  These 
major  facilities  will  move  traffic  as 
they  approach  the  downtown  areas 
to  secondary  types  of  facilities  and 
there  will  be  a  complete  separation 
of  the  through  traffic,  the  local  traf- 
fic, and  the  pedestrian  operation. 
This  is  already  taking  place  in  some 
parts  of  this  country  and  great 
strides  have  been  made  in  blending 
the  highway  into  the  business  or 
governmental  area  in  some  of  our 
European  countries. 

In  addition  to  better  traffic  opera- 
tion and  the  need  for  a  complete 
new  system  of  highways  and  streets, 
a  third  factor  will  play  a  most  im- 
portant role  in  the  efficiency  of  the 
transportation  system.  This  relates 
to  overall  planning,  zoning,  and  sub- 
division control.  We  are  going  to 
have  to  be  more  sophisticated  in  all 
of  these  areas  and  in  many  cases 
more  restrictive  in  the  manner  in 
which  we  let  land  develop.  This  you 
have  probably  heard  of  in  terms  of 
the  "model  city".  In  simple  terms 
what  we  are  really  saying  is  that 
the  land  must  develop  for  residential, 
shopping  center,  business,  and  in- 
dustrial usage  in  the  growing  city 
in  such  a  manner  that  it  is  physically 
and  economically  practical  to  pro- 
vide the  transportation  facilities  to 
serve  these  developments. 

As  an  over-simplified  and  hypo- 
thetical example,  we  must  orient  sub- 
divisions such  that  new  thorough- 
fares do  not  blast  through  them. 
But  of  even  greater  significance,  we 
must  be  careful  not  to  permit  an 
industrial,  business,  and  shopping 
center  growth  to  take  place  in  the 
manner  such  that  the  only  way  to 
serve  this  complex  would  be  by  the 
massive  destruction  of  existing  built 
up  property  to  provide  the  land  for 
the  transportation  facilities.  Thus, 
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we  must  make  certain  that  if  we  are 
to  have  our  automotive  existence, 
we  must  develop  our  land  in  such 
type  and  density  that  it  is  possible 
for  us  to  economically  provide  the 
transportation  facilities  that  are 
needed  to  serve  the  development. 

In  conclusion,  it  would  be  my 
thinking  that  the  "miracle  of  the 
21st  Century"  in  transportation  is 
whether  we  are  willing  to  accept 
more  restrictive  traffic  operations, 
possibly  more  restrictive  planning, 
and  are  willing  to  pay  for  a  new 
highway  system  to  provide  the  in- 
dividual mobility  that  now  exists  in 
automotive  transportation.  We  have 
then  two  approaches,  the  one  that 
I  have  just  suggested  which  will  give 
you  a  level  of  highway  service  equal 
or  better  than  today;  and  the  other, 
is  to  ignore  the  problem  and  see  the 
hopeless  congestion  and  confusion 
develop  that  now  exists  too  often  in 
too  many  of  our  bigger  and  older 
cities  in  the  country. 

And  I  might  leave  you  with  this 
one  thought.  Perhaps  you  do  not 
realize  that  in  terms  of  the  total 
cost  of  owning  and  operating  and 
depreciating  your  car,  less  than  15 
percent  of  this  total  money  that  you 
spend  goes  into  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  all  of  the  streets 
and  highways  in  your  state.  We  might 
think  in  the  future  towards  raising 
our  sights  to  spend  25  percent  of 
our  total  cost  of  automotive  trans- 
portation in  streets  and  highways.  It 
would  be  a  wonderful  investment, 
will  give  us  things  that  we  desire  in 
terms  of  allowing  us  to  get  in  our 
car  when  we  want  and  generally  go 
where  we  want  at  reasonable  speeds. 
And,  in  addition,  this  extra  expendi- 
ture will  provide  you  with  safer 
highways,  you  will  have  less  fatali- 
ties, less  accidents,  less  operating 
costs,  and  this  net  increase  in  invest- 
ment in  streets  and  highways  will 
actually  save  you  money,  and  elimi- 
nate congestion  and  possibly  eco- 
nomic stagnation,

A  program  started  in  the  spring  of  1966  with  only 
eight  students  enrolled  at  WW  Holding  Technical  In- 
stitute in  Wake  County  has  the  potential  of  becoming 
an  important  source  of  trained  technicians  for  the  State 
Highway  Commission. 

The  program  —  cooperative  education  —  got  under- 
way in  June  1966,  just  a  few  short  weeks  after  Governor 
Dan  Moore  announced  this  State's  interest  in  such  a 
program  in  a  "Total  Development"  speech  at  Wilson. 

From  this  beginning,  the  program  has  now  expended 
to  include  50-persons,  Gaston  Community  College  at 
Dallas,  N.  C.  is  now  participating,  and  there  is  the 
possibility  of  still  other  technical  institutes  and  com- 
munity colleges  coming  into  the  program. 


Cooperative  education  itself  is  not  new;  it's  not  even 
new  to  North  Carolina,  a  program  having  once  been 
in  existence  at  North  Carolina  State  University  some 
years  ago.  The  program,  as  we  know  it  today,  was  in- 
troduced in  1906  at  the  University  of  Cincinnati  by 
Dean  Herman  Schneider,  and  was  so  named  because, 
as  the  name  implies,  the  program's  success  depends 
heavily  on  cooperating  industries  and  agencies.  In  a 
program  of  cooperative  education,  the  student  attends 
class  for  a  specified  period  of  time  and  then  is  em- 
ployed for  an  equal  amount  of  time  by  the  cooperating 
industry. 

Under  the  program  developed  by  the  North  Carolina 
Highway  Commission  and  the  participating  community 
colleges,  students  attend  classes  for  three  months,  then 
work  for  three  months.  This  is  continued  alternately 
until  18  months  of  school  and  15  months  of  employ- 
ment have  been  completed.  At  the  end  of  this  33  month 


This  alternating  of  classroom  work  and  actual  em- 
ployment has  a  number  of  advantages.  It  gives  the 
student  an  opportunity  to  give  practical  application  to 
what  he's  learned  in  the  classroom  at  an  earlier  date. 
It  allows  the  student  to  earn  at  least  a  portion  of  the 
cost  of  his  education.  And  it  gives  the  Highway  Com- 
mission the  benefit  of  his  knowledge  and  skills  at  a 
time  when  he  would  ordinarily  be  in  school  full  time. 


Those  persons  interested  in  pursuing  a  career  in 
civil  technology  must  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
school  they  intend  to  enter,  and  must  pay  their  own 
way  during  the  months  during  which  they  are  in  class. 


The  cost  of  the  program,  so  far  as  tuition,  books  and 
supplies  are  concerned  runs  to  approximately  $32  per 
quarter,  or  roughly  $550  for  the  entire  period  of 
schooling.  , 


The  student  is  paid  by  the  Highway  Commission  only 
during  the  time  he  is  actually  employed,  but  the  State 
Personnel  Department,  in  cooperation  with  the  High- 
way Commission,  has  set  a  special  salary  scale  for  stu- 
dents in  this  program. 

Beginning  pay  for  students  who  have  no  previous 
training  and  no  employment  record  is  $229  per  month. 
Others  with  previous  training  and  experience  may  be- 
gin at  a  higher  level.  All  have  the  possibility  of  earn- 
ing $527  per  month  by  the  close  of  the  program.

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The  program  is  set  up  so  that  a  student  has  the 
opportunity  to  learn  a  broad  range  of  highway  activi- 
ties during  the  15  months  he  is  employed  by  the  Com- 
mission. He  may  work  in  design,  location  (bridge  and 
roadway),  construction,  maintenance,  materials  and 
traffic  departments;  depending  on  the  needs  of  the  de- 
partments and  the  students  interests  and  capabilities. 
In  addition,  because  he  may  be  assigned  to  various  ac- 
tivities in  the  field,  he  has  the  opportunity  to  see  a 
great  deal  of  the  State,  areas  in  which  he  may  be 
assigned  should  he  decide  to  come  to  work  for  the 
Highway  Commission. 

This  program  of  cooperative  education  presents  a 
wonderful  opportunity  to  the  young  person  who  wants 
a  technical  career  but  who  might  not  be  able  to  afford 
a  college  or  university  program.  It  presents  an  oppor- 
tunity not  only  to  those  persons  just  out  of  high  school, 
but  also  to  those  persons  who  might  already  be  em- 
ployed by  the  Highway  Commission  who  are  interested 
in  adding  to  their  capabilities  to  enhance  their  own 
advancement  possibilities. 


Already,  nine  permanent  employees  of  the  High- 
way Commission,  have  left  their  jobs  to  continue  their 
education  under  this  program.  They  are:  Joel  Anthony 
Johnson,  Robert  J.  Downes,  James  David  Gower,  James 
Franklin  Edgerton,  Fetzer  Steven  Widenhouse,  Cracen 
Lee  Kendall,  Ronald  Ernest  Johnson,  Dwight  Lee  Alex- 
ander, and  William  Chester  Wilkins. 

Highway  Training  Officer  J.  W.  Lee  has  been  asso- 
ciated with  the  program  from  its  beginning  and  reports 
that  as  in  any  new  program,  there  have  been  some  ob- 
stacles, but  that  with  the  support  of  the  Governor, 
Highway  Commission,  State  Personnel  Department  and 
other  interested  parties  in  addition  to  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  students  themselves  the  kinks  are  beginning  to 
smooth. 

It  is  Lee's  feeling,  and  that  of  other  interested  per- 
sons, that  the  program  has  great  potential  as  a  source 
of  trained  technical  personnel  for  the  Highway  Com- 
mission at  a  time  when  such  personnel  come  at  a  pre- 
mium with  the  war  in  Vietnam  —  the  draft  —  and 
the  Highway  Commission  involved  in  its  greatest  high- 
way program  ever. 


At  the  prseent  time,  discussions  are  underway  con- 
cerning further  expansion  of  the  cooperative  education 
pprogram.  Guilford  Technical  Institute  is  considering 
beginning  a  curriculum  in  which  students  would  go 
to  class  for  one  school  year  before  beginning  alternat- 
ing class  and  employment.  At  the  same  time,  a  four- 
year  program  is  begin  worked  out  with  VPI.  There 
are  no  members  from  the  Highway  Commission  now, 
but  should  this  program  succeed,  it  could  lead  to  others 
like  it.  Closer  to  home,  North  Carolina  State  Univer- 
sity has  been  approached  about  such  a  program.  The 
institution  has  the  matter  under  consideration  and 
may  be  interested  in  instituting  a  cooperative  program 
on  the  graduate  level. 

As  more  industries  are  coming  to  North  Carolina  and 
we  continue  to  grow,  more  trained  people  are  needed 
and  through  this  cooperative  education  plan  an  em- 
ployee gains  needed  training  and  the  employer  gains 
valuable  service. 

There  may  be  present  employees,  permanent  or  tem- 
porary, who  have  an  interest  in  furthering  their  edu- 
cation. General  information  relative  to  the  program 
may  be  obtained  from  other  Highway  Employees,  Divi- 
sion Staff  Personnel,  Gaston  Tech.,  and  Holding  Tech. 

It  is  suggested  that  interested  individuals  contact 
J.  W.  Lee  for  specific  information  relative  to  the  pro- 
grams. Otherwise,  one  should  contact  the  school  of  his 
choice  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  minimum  entrance 
requirements.  Mr.  Clyde  Robinson  of  Gaston  Tech.  and 
Mr.  Robert  Brown  of  Holding  Tech.  are  responsible 
for  the  programs  at  their  schools.

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Early  History  of  Equipment 
Department  Operation 


At  about  the  beginning  of  the 
Twentieth  Century  North  Carolina 
had  very  little  improved  road  mile- 
age. The  more  improved  roads  in- 
volved approximately  5,000  miles, 
and  most  of  these  on  today's  stand- 
ards would  be  considered  unim- 
proved. The  system  of  roads  in  North 
Carolina  was  developed  and  main- 
tained by  the  counties  under  their 
local  government.  During  this  era, 
along  with  indications  of  other  de- 
velopment and  growth,  North  Caro- 
lina, along  with  national  trends,  was 
showing  keen  interest  in  the  devel- 
opment of  a  better  roads  system. 
It  was  in  year  1916  a  Federal  Aid 
Act  established  the  Bureau  of  Public 
Roads,  but  very  little  funds  were 
allocated  at  that  time  for  road  needs, 
and  help  at  this  source  had  been 
very  limited. 

During  the  early  twenties  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  with  the  support  of 
Governor  Cameron  Morrison,  set  the 
pace  in  the  establishment  of  a  new 
State  Highway  Commission  with  a 
Chairman  and  nine  members,  and 
the  issuing  of  bonds  in  the  amount 
of  50  million  dollars  to  construct, 
improve,  and  maintain  a  system  of 
roads  to  connect  County  Seats,  prin- 
cipal cities,  and  other  major  points. 
For  the  function  of  the  Commission, 
a  Central  Office  was  established  in 
Raleigh  and  9  Highway  Districts 
were  established  throughout  the 
State  for  the  purpose  of  operation. 

Of  course,  at  the  beginning  of 
this  program,  numerous  problems 
had  to  be  met.  Along  with  these  was 
the  availability  of  equipment  for  op- 
eration. Drag  plans,  wagons  and 
wheelers  pulled  by  mules,  were  about 
the  only  means  of  moving  earth 
work.  Excavating  operations  on  larg- 
er scales  was  done  by  steam  shovels. 
In  the  establishing  of  the  Equipment 
Department,  the  first  Central  Equip- 
ment Shop  was  located  on  New  Bern 
Avenue  in  Raleigh  across  from  where 
the  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  is 
now  located.  This  operation,  how- 
ever, was  moved  to  what  is  now  the

State  Fair  Grounds  west  of  Raleigh. 
Following  the  deveolpment  of  the 
Highway  Districts,  scattered  field 
Equipment  Shops  were  established 
at  several  points  throughout  the 
State. 

For  equipment  needs  at  the  be- 
ginning of  this  program,  the  Com- 
mission procured  from  the  Federal 
Government  surplus  equipment  which 
was  salvaged  from  World  War  I. 
Most  of  this  was  in  very  poor  me- 
chanical repair,  and  was  rebuilt  at 
the  Raleigh  Equipment  Depot  and 
assigned  throughout  the  State.  This 
consisted  primarily  of  Model  T  Ford 
and  Dodge  cars  and  motorcycles  for 
transportation.  For  operations,  the 
trucks  were  Federal,  Packard,  Dia- 
mond T,  Liberty,  Nash  Quad,  GMC,

and  White.  At  that  time  a  mechan- 
ical starter  was  unheard  of  and  the 
equipment  was  hand-cranked.  During 
winter  operations,  there  was  no  anti- 
freeze available  for  the  cooling  sys- 
tems and  in  the  use  of  water  at  low 
temperatures,  considerable  problems 
were  encountered  by  freezing  of  the 
cooling  system.  Also,  there  were  no 
means  of  providing  heat  for  the 
comfort  of  the  operators.  In  fact,  it 


was  rather  common  practice  that 
the  equipment  was  used  during  ex- 
tremely cold  weather  without  even 
the  use  of  curtains.  The  tires  on 
most  of  the  trucks  were  of  solid 
rubber  and  slick  tread. 

A  rather  large  operation  was  set 
up  at  the  Raleigh  Equipment  Depot 
involving  approximately  2  50  em- 
ployees to  handle  this  program.  Dif- 
ferent facilties  were  developed  in- 
cluding a  rather  extensive  machine 
shop  operation  to  manufacture  parts. 
Various  components  for  the  rebuild- 
ing of  this  equipment  was  made  in 
the  shops.  After  the  equipment  was 
completed  it  was  then  assigned  to 
various  needs  throughout  the  State. 
By  the  late  twenties,  vehicles  for 
transportation  became  more  avail- 
able by  the  various  manufacturers 
and  was  purchased  for  the  Commis- 
sion needs.  A  truck  was  developed 
by  the  Commission  at  the  Raleigh 
Equipment  Depot  known  as  the 
"Highway  Special".  Several  compo- 
nents were  purchased  from  various 
manufacturers,  others  constructed  in 
the  shop  and  assembled.  The  use  of 
this  truck  was  rather  extensive  and 
was  primarily  for  the  pulling  of  a 
tow-type  road  machine  for  various 
machining  and  ditching  of  roads. 

In  1929  the  General  Assembly  au- 
thorized the  first  State  Highway 
Patrol  which  was  originally  or- 
ganized and  operated  under  the 
State  Highway  Commission,  but 
a  few  years  later  was  separated. 
This  operation  was  equipped  with 
Model  A  Fords  and  motorcycles  to 
get  the  program  underway. 

By  the  beginning  of  the  Thirties 
the  Commission  had  made  consider- 
able progress  in  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  the  State  Road  Sys- 
tem. Along  with  the  fifty  million 
dollar  Bond  Issue  at  the  beginning, 
other  funds  had  been  made  available 
which  had  gone  into  these  opera- 
tions. In  1931  the  General  Assembly 
reorganized  the  Commission  at  which 
time,  in  addition  to  the  numbered

highway  system,  all  so-called  county 
road  systems  throughout  the  State 
were  brought  into  the  program,  and 
two  years  later  the  Prison  Depart- 
ment was  also  made  part  of  the  Com- 
mission operation.  At  this  time,  the 
Commission  was  renamed  to  the 
State  Highway  and  Public  Works 
Commission.  Of  course,  this  reorgan- 
ization changed  entirely  the  scope  of 
the  Commission  operation  in  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  vast  mileage  of  coun- 
ty roads  and  the  use  of  prison  labor 
in  the  Highway  operation. 

Prior  to  the  reorganization  in 
1931,  equipment  purchases  and  re- 
pairs had  been  handled  as  a  direct 
charge  against  the  using  functions. 
Also,  this  department  had  been  op- 
erating under  the  Superintendent  of 
equipment.  At  this  point  of  reorgani- 
zation of  the  Commission,  a  State 
Equipment  Engineer  was  appointed 
to  head  the  operation,  and  also,  the 
equipment  was  set  up  on  a  rental 
basis,  except  for  small  miscellaneous 
equipment.  The  rental  income  was 
to  finance  the  Department  including 


the  operations  and  procurement  of 
equipment  as  needed.  In  order  to 
handle  the  large  expansion,  the  en- 
tire Equipment  Department  was 
strengthened  in  its  various  functions 
throughout  the  State.  At  this  stage 
of  history  of  our  operation,  equip- 
ment was  being  offered  by  manufac- 
turers in  increased  types  and  in  in- 
creased competition. 

Following  the  first  few  years  after 
reorganization,  the  Equipment  De- 
partment established  several  addi- 
tional repair  shops  including  the  ad- 
dition and  enlargement  of  Division 
shops.  The  expansion  at  the  Equip- 
ment Depot  in  Raleigh  finally  led 
to  the  development  of  a  new  Equip- 
ment Shop  just  south  of  the  State 
Fair  Ground  location,  the  change 
being  made  in  1952.  At  the  begin- 
ning of  the  reorganization  in  1931, 
the  Commission  was  divided  into  five 
operating  divisions.  Then,  in  1937 
it  was  revised  again,  being  divided 
into  ten  divisions,  and  later  in  19  53, 
it  was  divided  into  fourteen  divisions, 
which  now  exist.  A  Division  Equip- 
ment Shop  has  been  established  in 
each  of  the  fourteen  divisions.  In 
addition,  District  and  Sub-shops  have 
been  established  which  total  some- 
thing more  than  one  hundred  units. 

In  19  57  the  Commission  was  re- 
organized again,  at  which  time  the 
Prison  operation  was  separated.  In 
this  reorganization,  the  Commission 
was  renamed  to  the  State  Highway 
Commission.  Although  the  Prison 
Department  was  separated,  the  State 
Highway  Commission  has  continued 
to  maintain  all  of  the  equipment  of 
the  Prison  Department  and  also  con- 
tinued to  maintain  the  equipment  of 
the  Board  of  Paroles  and  Probation 
Commission.  In  addition  to  this,  the 
equipment  belonging  to  several  State 
Departments  is  repaired  at  the  Ral- 
eigh Equipment  Depot. 

Beginning  in  the  Thirties,  the 
Commission  established  a  very  lim- 
ited Ferry  Operation  on  the  coast 
which,  through  the  years,  continued 
to  grow.  In  the  beginning,  this  was 
handled  first  as  a  Division  operation 
and  later  as  a  separate  Ferry  opera- 
tion including  the  equipment,  but  in 
1963  all  of  the  equipment  in  this 
operation  was  established  under  the 
rental  program.  This  operation  is  en- 
tirely separate  from  the  other  High- 
way Divisions  and  the  equipment  is 
under  the  supervision  of  a  Superin- 
tendent with  working  conditions  un- 
der similar  management  as  the  four-

teen  divisions.  This  fleet  has  grown 
to  an  operation  of  twenty-one  units 
of  various  types. 

In  1958  the  Commission  installed 
two-way  radios  in  the  coastal  area, 
but  this  has  spread  throughout  the 
State  and  now  we  have  700  two-way 
mobile  units  and  118  station  units. 

Briefly,  this  brings  us  through  a 
review  of  history  of  the  Equipment 
Department  to  the  present.  Keeping 
pace  with  the  growth  of  other  opera- 
tions of  the  Commission,  this  De- 
partment has  gone  through  many 
changes  and  expansions,  some  of 
which  will  be  reviewed  in  the  fol- 
lowing comments. 

The  Equipment  Department  is 
headed  by  a  State  Equipment  Engi- 
neer staffed  to  the  State  Highway 
Administrator,  with  approximately 
1,000  employees  scattered  through- 
out the  State.  The  office  of  the  State 
Equipment  Engineer  is  the  head  ad- 
ministrative function  in  the  Depart- 
ment and  is  responsible  for  purchase 
of  equipment,  parts,  supplies,  writ- 
ing specifications  and  evaluating 
bids,  supervision  of  inventories,  sale 
of  surplus  equipment,  administrating 
personnel  matters,  handling  of  equip- 
ment liability  insurance,  maintaining 
rental  operations,  capital  improve- 
ments, operation  of  radios,  and  all 
other  functions  required  in  the  op- 
eration of  this  department. 
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To  mention  some  of  the  key  func- 
tions of  the  Central  Office  in  more 
detail,  the  Central  Inventory  Control 
Section,  or  perpetual  inventory  of 
parts  and  supplies-,  is  to  maintain 
and  control  an  inventory  of  neces- 
sary repair  parts  in  more  than  100 
locations  throughout  the  State  in 
the  maintenance  of  approximately 
seventeen  thousand  units  of  mecha- 
nized equipment,  other  miscellaneous 
equipment,  and  supplies  for  various 
departments  and  Divisions  of  the 
Commission.  This  system  involves 
more  than  30  thousand  separate 
items  with  a  value  of  approximately 
three  million  dollars,  with  an  aver- 
age turnover  about  three  times  an- 
nually. This  function  is  designed  and 
operates  jointly  with  the  inventories 
at  the  Raleigh  Equipment  Depot,  the 
14  divisions,  and  Ferry  operations. 
Established  maximums  and  mini- 
mums  are  maintained  on  each  item 
of  the  inventory  based  on  usage  at 
the  various  locations.  All  ordering 
requisitions  are  cleared  through  this 
office  in  the  control  of  this  inventory 
program.  With  this  program,  various 
items  can  he  located  and  transferred 
as  needed  to  carry  on  operations,  and 
at  the  same  time  hold  the  inventory 
to  a  minimum.  This  also  holds  ob- 
solescence of  parts  to  a  minimum, 
physical  inventories  are  made  an- 
nually to  check  the  accuracy  of  the 
inventory  records. 

The  Accounting  Section  is  respon- 
sible for  carrying  out  the  policies 
and  procedures  of  records  within  the 
department  as  set  forth  by  the  Fi- 
nance Department,  checks  all  receiv- 
ing and  issuing  documents  for  repair 
parts,  supplies  and  gas  and  oil,  in- 
cluding all  emergency  and  contract 
purchases  as  to  price,  etc.  transmit- 
ted from  the  various  department 
function  throughout  the  State,  pre- 
pares and  issues  invoices  for  services 
performed  by  the  Commission  for 
other  State  agencies  such  as  Prison, 
Probation,  and  Parole,  etc.,  which 
involves  approximately  $400,000.00 
annually.  Prepares  budgets,  esti- 
mates, and  revision  of  budgets,  as 
required  by  the  Finance  and  Budget 
Bureau;  assembles  data  on  special 
reports  and  analysis  in  the  function 
of  the  Department.  The  Equipment 
Records  Section  is  responsible  for 
the  maintenance  of  inventory  on  all 
equipment,  both  rental  and  nonrent- 
al,  the  handling  of  rental  income, 
the  assignment  and  utilization  of 
equipment.  This  involves  records 
which  reflect  the  status  of  the  equip- 


ment as  to  assignment,  location,  and 
the  complete  history  of  its  use.  This 
function  is  also  responsible  for  the 
research  and  maintaining  up-to-date 
information  on  available  equipment, 
writing  equipment  specifications,  and 
evaluating  equipment  bids.  This  op- 
eration also  develops  and  maintains 
all  records  on  receiving  equipment, 
and  finally  the  sale  of  surplus  equip- 
ment through  the  Surplus  Property 
Control  operation. 

This  office  also  is  responsible  for 
the   Radio    Communications  system

throughout  the  State  and  the  main- 
tenance of  Liability  Insurance  on 
the  Commission  equipment. 

The  Raleigh  Equipment  Depot  op- 
erations is  to  maintain  a  stock  of 
parts  and  maintenance  supplies  for 
distribution  to  all  Highway  Agencies, 
and  all  new  equipment  purchases  are 
delivered  to  this  Depot  for  distribu- 
tion throughout  the  State.  Also,  at 
this  location  are  repair  facilities,  in- 
cluding a  machine  shop,  facilities  for 
making  repairs  to  diesel  injection 
pumps,  magnetos,  starters,  genera- 
tors, hydraulic  components,  etc.;  an 
unholstering  shop;  a  carpenter  shop 
for  building  truck  bodies  and  trail- 
ers; facilties  for  rebuilding  tractor 
tracks,  heavy  earth  moving  equip- 
ment, pans,  and  related  equipment, 
which  cannot  be  handled  in  the  var- 
ious Highway  Divisions.  Special 
equipment,  such  as  core  drills,  lube 
trucks  and  wrecker  trucks  are  manu- 
factured and  assembled  at  this  lo- 
cation, and  older  equipment  is  sal- 
vaged or  repaired  for  redistribution 
or  otherwise  sold  through  the  Sur- 
plus Property  Program.  Also,  at  this 
location  claims  are  handled  for  de- 
fective equipment  and  materials  re- 
ceived from  throughout  the  State, 
and  coordinates  return  of  supplies  or 
obsolete  parts  to  the  vendor.  This  op- 
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doubt,  been  very  effective,  but 
it  has  not  been  brought  to 
fulfillment  due  to  a  shortage 
of  mechanical  personnel. 

(3)  The  usage  of  equipment  in 
terms  of  life  should  be  fol- 
lowed very  carefully.  It  is 
false  economy  to  use  equip- 
ment after  it  has  reached  a 
practical  life  expectancy. 
Equipment  in  this  condition 
should  be  disposed  of  and  re- 
placed where  necessary  for 
reasons : 

(a)  The  using  agency  can- 
not get  work  done  eco- 
nomically using  equip- 
ment that  is  not  de- 
pendable and  produc- 
tive.

eration  is  staffed  by  an  Equipment 
Depot  Superintendent  with  approxi- 
mately 135  operating  personnel,  all 
of  which  is  staffed  to  the  State  Equip 
ment  Engineer. 

The  field  operations  involve  1 4 
Highway  Divisions  and  the  Ferry  op- 
eration. Each  of  these  operate  to 
coincide  with  the  operating  depart- 
ments and  is  supervised  by  an  Equip- 
ment Superintendent  who  is  staffed 
to  the  State  Equipment  Engineer  but 
works  closely  with  the  respective 
function  head.  One  major  shop  op- 
eration is  established  in  each  func- 
tion with  several  medium  and  small 
shops  scattered  throughout  the  State 
to  meet  local  needs.  These  facilities 
are  staffed  with  necessary  mechanic 
foremen,  mechanics,  office  personnel, 
and  other  personnel,  including  hour- 
ly employees,  totalling  approximately 
eight  hundred.  These  functions  are 
responsible  for  the  maintenance  re- 
pair and  assignments  of  equipment 
in  their  respective  operations  as  are 
needed. 

Four  Equipment  Inspectors  are  as- 
signed throughout  the  State  to  make 
regular  inspection  of  all  highway 
equipment  and  facilities  and  to  report 
on  equipment  conditions,  make  rec- 
ommendations for  improvement  or 
change  in  policies  and  procedures. 
These  reports  are  distributed  to  the 
appropriate  function,  both  the  equip- 
ment operation  and  the  operating  de- 
partment. Each  of  the  four  inspectors 
is  assigned  to  an  area  of  approxi- 
mately twenty-five  counties. 


North  Carolina,  in  the  consolida- 
tion of  the  systems  of  highways, 
streets,  and  roads,  to  a  total  of  ap- 
proximately seventy-four  thousand 
miles,  sets  our  State  out  as  one  of 
the  largest  operations  of  its  kind  in 
the  nation.  Naturally,  along  with 
the  necessary  maintenance  and  im- 
provement program  of  the  system, 
the  equipment  needs  are  also  very 
demanding  and  extensive. 

There  are  several  outstanding  fac- 
tors involved  that  should  be  followed 
in  the  operation  of  a  satisfactory  and 
economical  equipment  program  such 
as  ours  and  a  few  of  these  are  men- 
tioned as  follows: 

( 1 )  Proper  driving  and  operators 
care.  No  doubt,  the  life  of  a 
piece  of  equipment  depends 
more  on  the  operators  care 
than  any  other  factor.  Good 
driving  and  operating  habits, 
along  with  the  necessary 
maintenance  such  as  greasing, 
servicing,  cleaning,  and  other 
incidental  needs  will  unques- 
tionably reflect  in  the  life  of 
equipment.  It  is  just  plain 
common  sense  that  this  is 
true. 

(2)  Proper  mechanical  repair  is, 
of  course,  very  vital  to  pro- 
longed life  of  service  of  equip- 
ment. Preventive  maintenance 
is  very  effective  and  necessary 
in  the  economical  operation 
of  equipment.  We  have  a  pre- 
ventive maintenance  operation 
in  our  program  which  has  no 
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Edgeline  Paint  Machine  designed 
and  built  at  the  Raleigh  Equipment 
Depot.  Paints  solid  edgeline  and 
skip  centerline  simultaneously.

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(b)  Personnel  engaged  in 
repair  of  equipment 
cannot  schedule  and 
maintain  economical 
operations  trying  to 
repair  worn  out  units 
of  equipment. 

(c)  The  life  of  equipment 
should  be  studied  care- 
fully and  should  be 
sold  as  surplus  and  re- 
placed following  a  life 
expectancy  schedule. 
This  should  be  based 
on  an  equipment  cost 
analysis,  and  finally 
by  a  thorough  inspec- 
tion as  the  final  cri- 
teria. The  schedule  o! 
replacement  should  be 
on  a  consistent  yearly 
basis  so  far  as  possible 
and  not  as  a  spasmodic 
program.  This  will  en- 
able uniformity  in 
equipment  conditions 
and  will  aid  in  the  op- 
eration of  a  mainte- 
nance program. 

(4)  Equipment  should  be  provided 
strictly  on  a  need  basis.  It  is 
recognized  that  some  equip- 
ment will  operate  necessarily 
on  a  seasonal  basis  due  to 
the  type  of  work  to  be  per- 
formed, and  this  cannot  be 
avoided.  However,  in  other 
cases,  equipment  can  and  does 
operate  the  full  year.  In  terms 
of  economics,  any  equipment 
operation  should  not  be  over- 
supplied,  which  results  in  the 
excessive  storage  of  the  equip- 
ment. In  our  case,  the  Com- 
mission cannot  in  terms  of 
economy  afford  this,  which  of 
course,  does  not  only  reflect 
the  position  of  the  Commis- 
sion but  that  of  our  State 
and  the  taxpayers. 

The  Highway  Commission  of  our 
State  from  its  inception  has  come 
a  long  way.  This  can  also  b9  baid 
with  reference  to  our  Equipment  De- 
partment. There  has  been  a  continu- 
ing growth  along  with  changing  tech- 
niques and  knowledge  in  keeping 
abreast  with  needs  and  the  growing 
development  of  modern  equipment,

Looking  back  at  the  past  and 
thinking  also  to  the  future  of  the 
equipment  operations  of  this  Com- 
mission, we  can  visualize  the  pro- 
gress that  has  been  attained,  but 
then  too,  we  realize  that  with  the 
growing  research  and  technology  in 
the  development  of  equipment  to 
meet  the  needs  of  today  and  the 
years  ahead,  it  is  only  reasonable 
to  suspect  that  the  challenge  of  the 
future  is  equally  as  great  for  the 
future,  if  not  greater,  than  that  of 
the  past.  The  mechanical  technicians 
and  other  personnel  in  our  equip- 
ment operation  will  be  challenged  in 
their  continuing  growth  of  know- 
ledge, to  keep  abreast  with  the 
changing  developments  of  equipment. 
In  our  case,  it  will  be  necessary  that 
we  increase  our  on-the-job  training 
of  personnel  and  also  improve  the 
knowledge  of  the  personnel  by  other 
methods  in  meeting  this  need.  In  the 
many  aspects  of  operation  of  this 
Commission  there  will,  of  course,  be 
many  problems,  changes,  and  new 
developments,  but  it  is  very  doubt- 
ful, as  we  look  to  the  future,  that 
there  is  any  function  in  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Commission  that  faces 
a  more  definite  challenge  than  that 
of  this  Equipment  Department.

A  REPORT  TO  THE  EMPLOYEES

The  Legislative  Research  Commission  was  appointed 
from  the  membership  of  the  1965  General  Assembly  and 
charged  with  responsibilities  for  studies  and  reports 
on  certain  Resolutions  referred  from  the  19  65  Assem- 
bly, the  report  to  be  made  to  the  1967  General  Assem- 
bly. Reported  herein  are  excerpts  from  this  official 
report. 

FRINGE  BENEFITS  —  a  comprehensive  study  and  re- 
port on  all  fringe  benefits  is  included  in  the  report, 
including  all  leave,  holidays,  insurance,  retirement,  etc., 

SUMMARY: 

"1.  The  total  of  benefits  offered  employees  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  are  not  inconsistent  with 
those  offered  in  private  industry.  However,  there  is 
a  great  difference  in  benefits  of  economic  value  (pri- 
vate industry  10.8%  of  payroll,  State  7.62%  of  pay- 
roll) and  particularly  in  insurance  (private  industry 
3%  and  State  0%).  Another  inconsistency  exists  in 
payment  for  time  not  worked  (private  industry  7.7% 
and  State  12.5%). 

"2.  The  benefits  offered  by  North  Carolina  compare 
favorably  with  the  benefits  offered  by  other  states 
except  in  the  area  of  life  insurance  and  hospitaliza- 
tion insurance."

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  CONSIDERATION 

"Our  study  indicates  that  a  very  large  part  of  the 
portion  of  the  compensation  for  State  employees 
which  is  provided  in  the  form  of  fringe  benefits  is 
devoted  to  time  not  worked.  Traditionally,  employees 
of  State  governments  have  received  paid  leave  great- 
er than  those  offered  by  private  industry.  Careful 
reconsideration  should  be  given  to  the  value  which 
the  employee  attaches  to  such  time  as  compared  with 
the  cost  to  the  State.  The  leave  plans  to  most  pri- 
vate industries  provide  for  progressive  increases  in 
the  leave  benefits  based  on  tenure.  The  conclusion 
seems  likely  that  a  reduction  in  the  amount  of  leave 
to  bring  it  more  nearly  in  line  with  the  practices 
of  private  industry,  coupled  with  the  provision  for 
increased  economic  benefits  which  could  be  purchased 
with  the  same  expenditures  might  be  desirable." 
"Continuing  study  should  be  made  of  the  present 
sick  leave  plan  and  the  possibility  of  combining  a 
more  limited  leave  provision  with  some  type  of 
salary  continuation  insurance  plan  to  provide  more 
adequate  long-term  protection  for  employees  who 
are  not  eligible  for  disability  retirement  from  the 
Retirement  System  or  Social  Security." 
"North  Carolina  is  deficient  in  comparison  with  pri- 
vate industry  and  other  states  in  failing  to  provide 
programs  supported  by  employer  contributions  for 
life  and  hospitalization  insurance.  These  programs 
should  receive  serious  consideration  at  an  early 
date." 
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Traffic  Engineering 
Installs 
Electronic  Loops 

A  green  light,  then  a  red  light,  then 
an  amber  light  flashes  on  the  control 
box  on  North  McDowel  Street  in  Ra- 
leigh just  outside  the  building  hous- 
ing the  State  Highway  Commission's 
Traffic  Engineering  and  Planning 
Department.  Cars  whiz  by  and  the 
lights  continue  to  flash.  What's  it  all 
about?  It's  a  test  of  electronic  loops 
being  conducted  on  the  heavily  trav- 
eled urban  section,  and  the  results 
will  allow  the  Highway  Commission 
to  better  understand  the  use  of  such 
electronic  loops  in  traffic  counts  and 
the  like. 

The  electronic  loops  were  install- 
ed by  the  Traffic  Engineering  De- 
partment recently  and  will  be  kept 
under  constant  surveillance  over  a 
considerable  length  of  time. 

The  loop  is  constructed  by  embed- 
ding a  wire  in  concrete.  Current  is 
sent  through  the  wire  thus  setting 
up  an  inductive  electrical  field.  When 
a  vehicle  passes  through  this  field,  it 
breaks  a  circuit  registering  on  a  de- 
tector. 

As  the  lights  continue  to  flash  with 
each  vehicle  which  passes,  a  new 
piece  of  information  is  added  to  the 
list  of  the  engineers  of  the  Traffic 
Engineering  Department,  information 
which  will  help  the  engineers  better 
understand  how  well  the  loops  are 
functioning,  and  how  accurately  they 
can  record  the  number  of  cars  which 
pass  over  a  given  section  of  road. 

By  keeping  a  close  eye  on  the  con- 
trol box,  an  engineering  team  could 
count  the  number  of  flashes  and  the 
number  of  cars  which  pass  to  see 
how  accurately  the  electronic  loop  is 
functioning.  They  could  determine 
how  well  the  loop  can  discern  the 
number  of  vehicles  passing  through 
it.  Would  it,  for  instance,  count  a  car 
pulling  a  boat  as  one  vehicle  or  two? 
Would  it  count  a  tractor  trailer  as 
one  vehicle  or  two,  or  more? 

These  loops,  once  they  have  been 
proved  effective  in  recording  the  traf- 
fice  flow,  can  be  returned  to  the  field 
to  aid  traffic  engineers  around  the 
state  in  determining  the  needs  of 
various  locations  so  far  as  traffic 
controls  and  signalization  are  con- 
cerned. 


Thus,  the  continued  use  of  the  test 
site  in  Raleigh  just  outside  the  Traf- 
fic Engineering  Department  on  Mc- 
Dowell Street  in  Raleigh  will  have 
an  eventual  effect  on  the  activities  of 
the  Highway  Commission  in  your 
town.  This  outdoor  "laboratory"  will 
give  traffic  engineers  a  better  under- 
standing of  the  electronic  loops  so 
vital  to  their  work  and  allow  them  to 
carry  out  their  mission  easier  and 
far  more  effectively. 


Travel  Spending 
In  North  Carolina 

Spending  by  travelers  in  North 
Carolina  reached  a  record  $610  mil- 
lion in  1966,  accounting  for  nearly  a 
tenth  of  the  state's  total  retail  trade 
and  service  receipts  according  to  the 
Travel  and  Promotion  Division  of  the 
Conservation  and  Development  De- 
partment. 

Travel  expenditures  during  the 
year,  according  to  the  ninth  annual 
survey  of  the  state's  travel  industry, 
represented  a  $50  million  increase 
over  the  amount  spent  by  travelers  in 
1965.  The  survey  was  conducted  by 
Dr.  Lewis  C.  Copeland  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Tennessee. 

Total  receipts  of  firms  engaged  in 
serving  and  transporting  travelers,  in- 
cluding the  expenditures  of  customers 
in  their  local  trade  areas,  reached  an 
all-time  high  of  $1.3  billion,  the  sur- 
vey revealed.  This  is  about  18  per 
cent  of  all  retail  trade  and  service  re- 
ceipts reported  in  North  Carolina 
during  1966. 

Spending  by  out-of-state  travelers 
amounted  to  $383  million  last  year, 
a  gain  of  eleven  per  cent  over  the 

1965  figure,  and  North  Carolinians 
traveling    within    the    State  during 

1966  spent  $227  million.  Since  1954, 
the  survey  disclosed,  expenditures  by 
out-of-state  travelers  have  increased 
144  per  cent.  This  represents  a 
growth  rate  of  7.4  per  cent  annually, 
compared  with  the  5.7  per  cent  an- 
nual increase  in  all  retail  trade  and 
consumer  service  receipts. 


There  were  33  million  out-of-state 
travelers  in  North  Carolina  last  year, 
according  to  the  survey  report. 

The  report,  prepared  for  the  State 
and  the  Travel  Council  of  North 
Carolina,  also  showed  $412  million 
personal  income  for  the  99,200  per- 
sons employed  in  the  travel-serving 
industry.  There  were  21,560  firms  in 
travel  related  businesses  last  year, 
representing  17  per  cent  of  all  busi- 
ness firms  in  the  state. 

Travel- related  industries  also  con- 
tributed $195  million  to  state  financ- 
es in  the  form  of  gasoline,  sales  and 
other  taxes,  the  report  indicated.  The 
amount  was  26  per  cent  of  the  total 
state  tax  revenue  collected  in  1966. 

Welcome  Centers  along  major  high- 
ways leading  into  North  Carolina, 
would  encourage  visitors  to  remain 
in  the  State  for  longer  periods.  A 
request  for  funds  to  construct  four 
centers  was  included  in  Governor  Dan 
Moore's  budget  message  to  the  1967 
General  Assembly. 

North  Carolina  continues  to  receive 
2.8  per  cent  of  the  nation's  travel 
traffic  in  1966,  its  proportionate  share 
of  interstate  tourist  spending  was 
only  1.9  per  cent. 

Thirty-four  billion  passenger  miles 
were  traveled  in  North  Carolina  dur- 
ing 1966,  six  billion  by  out-of-state 
travelers. 

Out-of-state  visitors  spent  66  mil- 
lion man-days  in  the  state  during  the 
year.  This  transient  population  is 
equivalent  to  a  city  of  200.000  per- 
sons, or  four  per  cent  of  the  state's 
population  of  five  million  persons. 

The  $383  million  spent  by  out-of- 
state  travelers  amounted  to  5.6  per 
cent  of  the  state's  $6.8  billion  retail 
business. 

Thirty-one  cents  from  each  dollar 
of  travel  sales  are  passed  on  as  per- 
sonal income. 

Thirty-five  cents  out  of  each  dol- 
lar of  travel  sales  are  passed  on  to 
other  merchants  for  the  cost  of  goods 
sold. 

Fourteen  cents  from  each  dollar  of 
travel  sales  are  passed  on  to  mer- 
chants who  supply  such  services  as 
utilities,  power,  laundry,  supplies,  ad- 
vertising and  maintenance. 

Thirteen  cents  out  of  each  dollar 
of  travel  sales  go  to  state  and  local 
governments  in  the  form  of  tax  reve- 
nue. 
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N.  C.  Highway 
Mileage  Increased

The  North  Carolina  State  High- 
way Commission  has  increased  its 
highway  mileage  on  all  systems  to 
more  than  73,000  miles,  and  increased 
by  some  926  miles  the  length  of  its 
Secondary  Roads  System  in  1966. 

The  Highway  Commission's  Plan- 
ning Department  announced  that  as 
of  January  1,  1967,  the  total  mileage 
on  the  state-maintained  and  operated 
highway  system  had  risen  to  73,043 
miles,  an  increase  of  221  miles  from 
January  1,  1966,  and  an  increase  of 
1,601  miles  during  the  five-year  per- 
iod since  1962. 

The  73-thousand  mile  plus  high- 
way system  over  which  the  North 
Carolina  Highway  Commission  has 
jurisdiction  is  the  largest  such  sys- 
tem controlled  by  a  single  state  agen- 
cy. 

While  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  miles  on  all  systems  noted  between 
January  1966  and  January  1967  is 
significant,  it  is  by  no  means  the  fi- 
nal measuring  stick  for  the  great  pro- 
gress being  made  in  the  State's  over- 
all highway  program.  The  Highway 
Commision  in  many  cases  can  spend 
as  much  as  a  million  dollars  with  lit- 
tle change  in  the  amount  of  total 
highway  mileage  in  the  State.  This 
becomes  apparent  when  one  considers 
the  high  cost  of  constructing  long 
bridges  in  eastern  North  Carolina; 
freeways  in  urban  areas  of  the  Pied- 
mont; and  such  projects  as  the  Pid- 
geon  River  project  in  Interstate  40 
in  rugged  mountain  country. 

One  change  in  mileage  amount  not- 
ed during  the  past  year  is,  however, 
quite  significant,  and  that  is  the  in- 
crease by  just  short  of  1,000  the  to- 
tal number  of  miles  of  paved  rural 
secondary  roads. 

From  January  1,  1966  to  January 
1,  1967,  paved  rural  secondary  roads 
mileage  increased  from  29,810  miles 
to  30  736  miles,  a  total  of  926  miles, 
the  distance  from  Raleigh  to  New 
Orleans.  It  is  doubtful  that  any  other 
state  agency  anywhere  in  the  United 


States  made  that  kind  of  construction 
progress  over  the  same  one-year  per- 
iod. 

As  North  Carolina  continues  its 
shift  from  a  completely  rural  and  ag- 
ricultural state,  to  one  with  a  better 
balance  between  farming  and  indus- 
try, what  was  once  farm-to-market 
roads  become  more  important  as  car- 
riers of  commuters  from  the  rural 
areas  to  the  plants  and  shops  of  the 
towns  and  cities,  thus  the  increase  by 
926  miles  of  secondary  road  mileage 
represents  important  highway  pro- 
gress for  the  State. 


Today's  Interstate 
Driving  Different

Driving  on  the  Interstate  is  com- 
pletely different  from  the  kind  of 
driving  Mr.  Average  Motorist  is  ac- 
cutomed  to;  and  well  it  should  be, 
the  interstate  highway  is  a  completely 
different  breed  of  highway. 

There  are  no  crossings  —  no  inter- 
sections at  the  same  grade  level  — 
the  grades  are  easy  and  gentle  and 
sight  distance  is  virtually  unlimited. 
Wide  median  separate  opposing 
lanes  of  traffic,  and  there  are  no 
pedestrians.  Speeds  are  generally 
higher. 

Because  of  these  differences,  dif- 
ferent driving  techniques  are  requir- 
ed. A  few  of  these  are  listed  here. 

ENTERING  —  Don't  slow  up  or 
stop  before  entering  the  flow  of  traf- 
fic. Match  your  speed  to  traffic  while 
you're  still  in  the  acceleration  lane, 
then  blend  in.  Bucking  the  speed  of 
traffic  flow  could  cause  a  pile  up. 

KEEPING  PACE  —  Let  the  ma- 
jority of  traffic  set  the  speed  even 
though  it  may  be  faster  or  slower 
than  you  prefer.  Remember  that 
slowpokes  are  just  as  dangerous  as 
speeders.  They  make  others  impa- 
tient and  and  can  lead  to  risky  pass- 
ing. 


PASSING  —  Get  into  position  to 
pass  early.  Make  sure  the  drivers  be- 
hind know  your  intentions  by  using 
your  turn  signals,  then  make  certain 
the  driver  ahead  is  not  also  passing. 
Get  upto  passing  speed,  then  go. 

TURNOFFS  —  Never  slow  down 
in  a  traffic  lane  for  a  turn  off  on  the 
Interstate.  First  enter  the  decelera- 
tion lane,  then  slow  down  quickly. 
Use  your  speedometer,  not  your 
senses  in  determining  your  speed. 
And  remember  this,  on  the  Interstate, 
if  you  miss  a  turnoff  you  must  con- 
tinue to  the  next  one.  You  CANNOT 
turn  around  and  go  back. 

FOLLOWING  DISTANCES  — 
The  universal  rule  for  safe  following 
distance  is  one  car  length  for  each 
ten  miles  per  hour.  On  super  high- 
ways double  that. 

REST  STOPS  —  Driving  for  long 
stretches  at  high  speeds  cause  fa- 
tigue and  drowsiness  at  times,  and 
these  in  turn  can  lead  to  serious  ac- 
cidents. On  long  trips,  leave  early 
enough  to  allow  rest  stops  at  least 
every  two  hours  or  100  miles. 

EMERGENCIES  —  If  for  any  rea- 
son your  vehicle  is  put  our  of  com- 
mission pull  off  the  travel  portion  of 
the  road  —  as  far  to  the  right  as 
possible  —  and  wait  for  help.  A  wide- 
ly used  distress  signal  is  a  raised 
hood  and  trunk  lid. 

Following  these  rules  and  using 
good  common  sense  judgment  can 
make  Interstate  driving  safer,  con- 
venient, and  a  lot  more  fun  in  the 
family. 


Parkway  Visits  Show  Increase 

According  to  figures  released  by 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  the  Interior 
National  Park  Service,  85.860  people 
visited  the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway  dur- 
ing March. 

The  figure  shows  an  increase  from 
the  total  of  79,299  for  the  same  month 
last  year.  Total  number  of  visitors 
is  figured  as  the  basis  of  3.3  persons 
per  vehicle.
